05/23/2007 Mr. Nathaniel Howard comes to the office loday for evaluatjon and 
treatment of ttie trauma he su&tained from the injurj' of JanMO' 31, 2006. (o his right arm. 

He sustained a complex fracture of the mid shaft hmmerus, which was treated with an 
open ireduction and internal fixation usmg the ^yntheii IM nail, hut unlbrtiinatcly it has 
never gone on to good union. He has s-pasms and pain radiating thiioiaghout bis arm. No 
evjdetice of any subluxation or dislotatiori and no evidence of any mdicuiopathy. 
KcuiolQgicall)', he is intact and the motor runction is intact. 

The range of motion is decreased by 40% with a 40% loss of sfaength. fiinctton. and 

endurance.

At this point, he has reached maximum miedical improvement, liut he still has. spasms and 
pain, boch with bending and lifting and also with range of motion. ; 

He does not have evidence of good union and I do not feel he will ever have a strong 
union of the bone fragments^ but it is reinforced with the titanium intrameduliar\' rod. 

We wll continue T^itb conservative treatment graduaJ stiengtheningn and range of 
motion. He is disabled with respect to work and we will see him back for evaluation and 
consLiItacioii in I month. 

Based on the eriterifl of the American Medical Association using the Guide for 
Evaluation of Permanent Impairment, fifth edition, and taking into consideration pain, 
tenderness, loss of strengdi. loss of function, and Eoss of endurance, he has a 40% 
permanent partial impairment of his right arm from the injury of January 3\, 2006, All of 
his injury is a direct result of this aceident atKl all his treatment is a direct result of this 
accident. He did not have any preexisting condition or subsequent injury. He is only 
able to do sedentary type work, but from a funciional point of view, he is totally disabled 
with respect tu woikr ^ , ^
